Book No. 2, dated 1888, shows 
an expansion, there being 
forty-four head 1egistered by 
five breeders in Oregon, fifty 
head by one bieeder in Cali- 
fornia and foity-six head by 
one breeder in Washington. 
Since that time there seems 
to have been a gradual de- 
cline in Aberdeen-Angus ac- 
tivities in this territory until 
a few years ago when the 
preed seems to have gained a 
fresh start, and it is now 
steadily advancing. |

tions of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus as indicated in the cen- 
ter of this page:

The following letter is from Mr. S. B. 

Bardwell, secretary of the Double U. Co., 
and is dated Post City, Texas, March 22, 
1923. 
We run on open range on our ranches in 
Garza and Lynn counties, Texas, between 
three and four thousand Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle. We have tried both the 
white face and the Aberdeen-Angus, and we 
sold all the white face from the fact we find 
that not only is the Aberdeen-Angus a bet- 
ter rustler on range but when it comes to 
feeding qualities they cannot be equaled. 

True, there are those who have never tried 
the Aberdeen-Angus that always buy the 
white face feeders, yet at the same time a 
great majority of those who know what the 
Aberdeen-Angus will do in the feed lot will 
not buy anything else. When they can get 
what they want in this line they are usually 
willing to pay a fair price for it. . 

To those who are not familiar with rais- 
ing cattle in this country on a large scale, 
will say we naturally have to handle them 
very much different to what they do in the 
corn belt where they have small pastures 
and the cattle are less in number. 

Our having as many cattle as we do in 
this country, it is necessary to put the cat- 
tle on open range and at the same time see 
that the ranges are not over-stocked, in or- 
der that in the winter they may have plenty 
of grass because with abundance of grass 
and a winter that is not too severe they go 
through in thrifty, growing condition. 

If any of the cattle, for any reason, need 


special attention they are drawn into separ- 
ate feeding pastures and have such attention. 
Most of the cattlemen when they do have to 
feed, feed three or four pounds of cotton 
seed cake per animal per day and of course 
they have access to range grass for forage. 

The average cattleman with a large range 
in this country endeavors to use the upland, 
smooth territory for summer pasturage and 
a the broken Valley country for win- 

er. 

We are great believers in mail order sales 
to corn belt feeders. We naturally are in the 
best breeding territory left in the United 
States and we probably raise the best feed- 
ers in this territory, and therefore the corn 
belt would like to know each year, when they 
replenish their pens, just where they can 
get the grade of cattle they desire and at 
a price they can afford to pay. By sales thus 
a great deal of the middle cost is cut out and 
therefore both the feeder and raiser profit 
to that extent. 

This last season we had a splendid busi- 
ness shipping direct to the feeder and not 
one ever saw the cattle until they were re- 
ceived at their station. We certainly have a 
pleased a lot of customers in this respect and 
feel it is as satisfactory to them as it is to 
us. The only element of uncertainty is the 
possibility of someone trying to put in cat- 
tle that are not standard. Would suggest 
to buyers in this respect to only deal with 
those morally and financially responsible, 
which the average raiser is. 

It does not cost any more to 1aise and 
feed an animal such as the Aberdeen-An- 
gus than some other kind that does not turn 
out so well and we feel that people are be- 
ginning to become educated to the point in 
requiring efficiency and turnout that they 
are more and more looking to the Aberdeen- 
Angus.

CALIFORNIA’S GRAND OLD COW SUPPORTS 
THEORY THAT BLOOD WILL TELL. 

The University of California owns a 14-year-old Aberdeen. 
Angus cow that deseives a place in her hall of fame. At least she 
should add something to the state’s traditions and atmosphere of 
gold, oranges, sunshine and movie production by which it is known 
to the outside world. 

Oakfield Lula ix the name of this cow, bred in Iowa, and 
daughter of the famed Black Woodlawn, a bull that migrated across 
the Mississippi from Illinois to forever add fame to an Aberdeen. 
Angus pedigree. Since crossing the Rockies into the land of “j- 
tive sons” to he!p found a beef herd at California’s famous seat of 
learning, Lula’s sons, daughters, grandsons and granddaughters 
have been adding 1ibbons and cups and cash by the shovelful to 
prove that California is a great beef-producing state once it gets 
actively into the business. 

University authorities claim that Lula has contributed more 
prize winning steers to the International Live Stock Exposition at 
Chicago than any other cow of any breed. Her first son, U. ¢. 
Jock, was grand champion steer at the Panama Exposition in 1915, 
and went east the following vear to win championship of the breed 
and reserve grand championship of the show. Her next son to go 
to Chicago was U. C. Jock 3d, reserve champion Aberdeen-Angus 
and reseive grand champion steer of the show. Accompanied by 
his younger brother, U. C. Jock 4th, he again journeyed half way 
across the continent to the Windy City in 1919, both winning their 
classes and being made champion and reserve champion steers of 
the breed. The younger of the pair was then made champion yeal- 
ling steer of the show and reserve grand champion over all, being 
then returned to the Coast and going north to Portland the next 
fall to become grand champion steer of the Pacific International 
Exposition. 

The old cow had a shate in the steer herd grand championships 
of both the last two Internationals at Chicago. Three cross-bred 
steers were shown in 1921, one being out of a daughter and a sec- 
ond out of a grancdaughter of Lula. In the 1922 herd all three 
were grandsons of Oakfield Lula, two being from the same cow 4s 
the 1921 cross-bred grand champion over all breeds and crosses. 

No less than seven individual championships, four reselve 
championships, two college championships, besides the group chatt- 
pionships, have been won by Lula’s descendants. Not only have her 
sons won the highest honors at the world’s greatest live stock show, 
but her daughters have carried on both as pure breds and when 
crossed while other Lreeds. While more attention’ has been paid to 
the sire in grading up live stock to higher standards, the Aberdeet- 
Angus point to the ability of their cows to add something to aly 
line of crossing undertaken.

Does the watch you offer for the boy or 
girl winning championship go to the boy or 
girl who wins championship with an Aber- 
deen-Angus in that particular club, or does 
it mean that they should win championship 
at some fair over all breeds? 

We have a baby beef club here of 20 steer 
calves, 5 of these are Aberdeen-Angus, 2 
Shorthoins, and the remainder are Here- 
fords. 

We had a club in our county last year of 
14 steers, 9 of which were Herefords, and 5 
Shorthorns. At the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion a Hereford steer from this club sold 
for the highest price of any in the show, 
namely 55c a lb. and we had several others 
which sold from 18¢ to 31c a lb. 

This club is composed of boys and girls, 
who are very enthusiastic, and take good 
care of their calves. It is going to be very 
interesting to see which calves in our club 
do the best. We of course expect that it 
will be either the Herefords or the Aber- 
deen-Angus. 

Our club meets once each month for a 
business meeting at which the feeding, 
gains, and care of the calves are discussed 
quite fully. At each of these meetings we 
have some one who has had considerable ex- 
perience in feeding beef cattle to give us 
advice, and suggestions as to the proper 
care and feeding of the calves. These meet- 
ings help to keep the enthusiasm up much 
better than though no meetings were held. 
Several of our members have had their 
steers since Thanksgiving day, and they are 
already getting in pretty good shape. How- 
ever, it is too early to even guess who will 
have the best steer. 

My father tells me that he knows you 
quite well, and it was he that suggested I 
write you for information in regard to the 
prizes you are offering, so that I may tell 
the club members at our next meeting. 

I have a Hereford steer myself, but my 
brother Stanley has a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus, purchased from Mr. Blagden, of 
Williamstown, Mass. Your very truly, El- 
la M. Buckler, Secretary. 


Upon investigation it has been found that 
Mr. Buckler was formerly at Ames, Iowa, 
perhaps some twenty years ago acting in the 
capacity of experimental feeder and in 
charge of the experimental barns. At this 
time Secretary Gray was a student at Ames 
and if we mistake not used to help Mr. Buck- 
ler oceasionally at a handsome salary of 
about 10 cents per hour. For some time 
however Mr. Buckler has been in the East 
with Mr. Spoor, who is chief executive of 
the Union Stock Yards and was prime mov- 
er in starting the International Live Stock 
Exposition at Chicago. 

(Note—Now that the calf clubs are get- 
ting well under way the Journal would like 
to get in touch with the secretary or leader 
of every club in the land. We desire to 
know what your calves are doing, as well 
as to know how many Doddies are enlisted 
in this great work. We will be glad to hear 
from individual members too.)

Dear Sir: 
I believe that you will be interested in the 
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Calf Club work we are doing in Union coun- 
ty Kentucky this year. Forty-one boys and 
girls are feeding out two carloads of pure 
bred steers for exhibition at the Fat Stock 
Show at Louisville in November, one car load 
of Aberdeen-Angus and one of Herefords. 

On March 15, we distributed 20 pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus' steers averaging 463 
pounds. These calves were bought from 
Chas. Casebier, of Burnt Prairie, IIl., and 
acording to his statement are all eligible to 
registry. The car load of Herefords will be 
distributed next week. 

These cattle will be worked onto a full 
feed at once and fed until November 22. 
Our plan calls for a local county show at 
Morganfield, and a county exhibit at the 
Louisville Fat Stock Show. The club is 
backed financially by the Peoples Bank and 
Trust Co., of Morganfield. 

We would greatly appreciate the co-opera- 
tion of your association and to this end I 
am enclosing herewith a list of the names 
and addresses of club members who have 
Aberdeen-Angus calves. 

For your information I might say that 


- Union county is the second beef cattle coun- 


ty in the state of Kentucky, and while the 
Hereford seems to be the most popular 
breed here still this calf club will be watched 
with tremendous interest by the feeders and 
breeders of the county. If we are successful 
this year I think this Aberdeen-Angus club 
will greatly help your breed in this part of 
Kentucky.

Bull Trains Operating. 

Duting the months of March and April a 
“Better Bull Train” has been running 
through the province of Ontario. This train 
is provided by the Railway Companies, 
manned by the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments and bulls are put on to be sold to 
farmers living a distance away from the rail- 
way. Scrub bulls are taken in at Stock Yard 
price and accepted as part payment for the 
bull taken in his stead. Bulls are carried 
freight free and the provincial department 
of agriculture assists farmers to purchase 
bulls by extending long term credit to them. 
Bulls of all the acceptable breeds are car- 
ried on these trains and so far some very 
nice animals have been sold to those want- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 

In the province of Manitoba two such 
trains will commence to 1un on April 30th 
and continue until May 30th. They will be 
piovided by the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian National Railways respectively, 
and they will be manned by breeders and 
government men. The same character of 
assistance will be provided by the govern- 
ment as that mentioned above. As Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders we expect to market 
from 30 to 35 bulls in this way, which will 
very materially help to place the surplus 
bulls in the country. 

The province of Saskatchewan may run 
similar trains although it has not been def- 
initelv decided as yet. Mr. J. & G. Robert- 
son the live stock commissioner for that 
province told the writer recently that they 
may be run, but as he runs two very good 
bull sales they are not needed so badly in 
that province.

Another Plea for the Range Bull Trade. 
(Continued from page 3) 


for Aberdeen-Angus that there would be no 
necessity for steering a single bull in any 
pure bred herd in the country on account of 
lack of market. 

I know what I am talking about when | 
say that our cattle are capable of holding 
their own even with the Hereford on the 
range. I have been selling Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls to range men for the last six years 
and have never yet had a case where the tes- 
timony of my customer has not borne out 
my contention that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is equal, if not superior, in hardiness 
and rustling ability. Once an Aberdeen-An- 
gus man, always an Aberdeen-Angus man. 
Jt makes no difference how much propagan- 
da is created against the Aberdeen-Angus 
on the range if we can get the rangeman to 
give them ONE trial, that will be enough. 
But first we must get them to give them 
that chance and how is to be done? Whose 
job is it? The Aberdeen-Angus breeder’s 
of course—it’s his business. But single 
handed he cannot avail much. 

Perhaps it may seem that I am dwelling 
with too much emphasis on the range trade, 
but it is one of the most important factors 
that our breed must face if it is to gain a 
full measure of success in the future. It 
may be all right to have our little circle of 
breeders and trade among ourselves, but if 
John Jones buys a bull from me for $5,000, 
and I don’t complete the circle by buying 
something from him for about a like amount, 
John Jones is going to be bankrupt. We 
must have an outlet for our surplus stock 
and that surplus consists chiefly of bulls 
and the greater portion of them are farm 
and range bulls, and the range demand is 
the inexhaustible channel which will absorb 
this surplus and call for more, as at the best 
the life of the range bull is short and re- 
quiles repplacement much more frequently 
than the farm bull handled under more fav- 
orable conditions such as obtain in the corn 
belt. One can readily visualize what an in- 
creased range demand would mean to the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed when one stops to 
consider what would happen to our Hereford 
friends should their vast range outlet be sud- 
denly cut off. 

And so I say “It Pays to Advertise,” ad- 
vertise your breed’s qualifications at every 
opportunity, get out a show herd if possible, 
and cooperate with your Association to the 
extent of your ability as an individual breed 
promoter. Money judiciously spent in ad- 
vertising will come back to you in the form 
of orders for vour cattle. “That’s all right” 
says the breeder-—“I believe, of course, that 
I should advertise my herd, but is it encum- 
bent on me to do missionary work, have | 
the means and am I equipped to do it?” 
As before stated, It Is Your Business, both 
through organized and inaividual effort, al- 
ways bearing in mind that your success as 
a breeder depends largely upon your own 
initiative. 

I do not claim that [ alone have seen the 
need of advertising in this western country 
or any other section where the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed has room for expansion. In- 
deed, I believe that the majority of breeders 
west of the Rocky Mountains hold the same 
opinion. It was very interesting and enjoy- 
able to read the meritorious letters of L. A. 
Wells, of Trout Creek, Montana, and Roy 
V. Welty, of Berthoud, Coiorado, in the is- 
sues of The Journal of December 25th, 1922 
and February 19, 1923, respectively, two let- 
ters with the same idea permeating thei 
and from practically eaci extreme of the 
tange country. If you have not read them 
look up these issues and do so. Both of
